Hence, the Bu¬ 
reau is making yet another 
appeal to our citizens to go to 
the Auxiliary government of¬ 
fice in their barrio for the fol¬ 
lowing services: 

Census Declarations 
(FIs.5); Declaration of Good 
Conduct (FIs.5); Attestatie di 
Vita (proof of living) (FIs.5); 
Request form for 
Bijstand/Onderstand (Free); 
Free Fawyer (Free). 

The Auxiliary Offices are 
located in: San Nicolaas, Sa- 
vaneta, Noord, Paradera, and 
Sta. Cruz. These offices pro¬ 
vide the very same services 
as at the main Bureau, and 
much faster as they are in 
your very own barrio, close 
to home and usually without 
any long waiting lines. 


Remember to take the fol¬ 
lowing document with you: 
valid identification - ID card, 
or drivers’ license or pass¬ 
port. 

The month of July is 
known to be a very busy time 
when many people are re¬ 
questing new passports for 
vacation travels, or for stu¬ 
dents going to study abroad. 
Others are requesting the 
FIs.5 document either for 
school purposes or for resi¬ 
dent’s permits, etc. 

Everyone is being re¬ 
minded that Saturdays, 16,23 
and 30th of July the Census 
Bureau in Oranjestad will be 
open to the public from 9:00 
in the morning until 1:00 in 
the afternoon only for the 
purpose of attending to pass¬ 
port requests or for the deliv¬ 
ery of passports. 

Students needing what¬ 
ever document for school can 
have this processed also on 
Saturdays. 

Bear in mind that during 
the week of July 25 to 30 you 
can expect many young peo¬ 
ple at the office requesting to 
be written off for their depar¬ 
ture to the Netherlands to 
study.

They will do 
a check of the connection, 
review the meter, and inspect 
the fuse box as well as elec¬ 
tric power lines. 

EFMAR’s inspectors 
will leave a brief note at those 
homes where they could not 
enter or could not get to the 
meter. Persons receiving such 
notes should quickly contact 
EFMAR’s office at the tele¬ 
phone number on the note 


left behind to make an ap¬ 
pointment for an inspector to 
return to do the inspection of 
their meter. 

To facilitate the process 
and to adapt to the hours of 
the client, EFMAR’s inspec¬ 
tors will be available every¬ 
day until about 7:00 at night. 
They will also work on the 
weekends to advance the 


process even more. This way 
they could accommodate 
those who are off from work 
only on the weekend.

Belgium to ban the burqa next week 


BRUSSEFS, Belgium (AFP) 
- Belgium will enforce a 
burqa ban from July 23 with 
a fine and possible jail time 
for women who wear it, join¬ 
ing France as the second EU 
nation to forbid full veils, 
Belgian media said yesterday. 

The new law was pub¬ 
lished Wednesday in the 
kingdom's official journal 


after deputies approved it 
unanimously in parliament in 
April. 

Offenders will face a fine 
of 137.50 euros ($195) and 
up to seven days behind bars. 
An estimated 270 people 
wear the face-covering niqab 
or the full-body burqa in Bel¬ 
gium. 

France — home to Eu¬ 


rope's biggest Muslim popu¬ 
lation — became the first Eu¬ 
ropean Union country to ban 
the burqa on April 11. 

In France, a woman who 
repeatedly insists on appear¬ 
ing veiled in public can be 
fined 150 euros and ordered 
to attend re-education 
classes

Pol i ce swoop on 
international mafia 
drug ring 


ROME, (AFP) - Dozens of 
suspected drug traffickers 
fromthe powerful ’Ndrangheta 
mafia have been arrested in an 
operation spanning Italy, the 
Netherlands, Spain the United 
States,Venezuela and Colom¬ 
bia, Italian police said Thurs¬ 
day. 

American and Italian de¬ 
tectives worked together to 
bust the international drug 
ring, which smuggled cocaine 
from Latin America to Cal¬ 
abria in the south of Italy via 
the United States, the police 
said in a statement. The drugs 
were then distributed through¬ 
out Italy and abroad. 

The majority of the 45 sus¬ 
pects issued with arrest war¬ 
rants were seized in the 
southern region of Calabria — 
the 'Ndrangheta's stronghold - 
- as well as in Sicily, Rome 
and the northern Lombardy re¬ 
gion around Milan. 
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The bust was the third stage 
in a vast, ongoing operation to 
break the trafficking ring. In 
2008 police had already ar¬ 
rested 166 people in Italy, 
Mexico and the United States 
— plus another 13 in Italy in 
2010, the statement said. 

The ’Ndrangheta — whose 
name comes from the Greek 
for courage or loyalty — is one 
of Italy's four organised crime 
syndicates, along with the Si¬ 
cilian Mafia, the Sacra Corona 
from southeastern Puglia and 
the Naples-area Camorra. 

One of the most powerful 
and secretive crime syndicates 
in the world, it has been linked 
to operations across western 
and northern Europe, the 
Americas and Australia and is 
notoriously difficult to pene¬ 
trate. 


KIGALI, (AFP) - Dutch police 
are in Rwanda to investigate 
suspects living in The Nether¬ 
lands accused of crimes com¬ 
mitted during the 1994 
Rwandan genocide, an official 
said Thursday. 

"A team of five investiga¬ 
tors, all Dutch police officers, 
are here to hear witnesses 
about two dozen suspects liv¬ 
ing in The Netherlands,” said 
Jean Bosco Siboyintore, the 
head of the unit tracking down 
genocide suspects. 

Kigali has sent to The 
Hague a list of 20 Dutch-based 
suspects it accuses of involve¬ 
ment in the genocide, he 
added. 

"We agreed (with the 
Dutch) that investigators 
would come to Rwanda to in¬ 
vestigate themselves,” Siboy¬ 
intore told AFP. "They conduct 
their investigations independ¬ 
ently.” 


LONDON, (AFP) - Media 
mogul Rupert Murdoch and 
son James yielded to intense 
pressure Thursday and 
agreed to testify to British 
lawmakers, as the phone¬ 
hacking scandal widened to 
US shores with an FBI probe. 

In another dramatic day in 
the saga that has killed off the 
News of the World tabloid 
and wrecked Murdoch's 
takeover bid for pay-TV giant 
BSkyB, the Murdochs re¬ 
versed their earlier refusal to 
give evidence to a parliamen¬ 
tary committee on Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, US investiga¬ 
tors said they were looking 
into claims that News Corp. 
employees may have targeted 
the phone records of Septem¬ 
ber 11 victims. 

British police also Thurs¬ 
day arrested Neil Wallis, a 


Among the suspects ac¬ 
cused of genocide and incite¬ 
ment to commit genocide is 
Yvonne Basebya, aged 64, the 
wife of a former parliamentar¬ 
ian. 

She is accused of preparing 
a list of people to be killed in 
the Kigali neighbourhood she 
lived in — charges for which 
Rwanda's traditional courts 
tried her in absentia on in 2007 
and sentenced her to life im¬ 
prisonment. 

A Dutch appeals court last 
week sentenced to life impris¬ 
onment Joseph Mpambara, for 
having carried out an attack on 
a Protestant church where Tut- 
sis had fled. 

He was the first Rwandan 
to be convicted in The Nether¬ 
lands for crimes during the 
genocide in which 800,000 
Tutsis and moderate Hutus 
died, according to United Na¬ 
tions estimates.

executive, but were later 
forced to admit that Scotland 
Yard itself had previously 
employed him as an advisor, 
raising fresh concerns about 
police corruption in the case. 

In London, police arrested 
Wallis, 60, the former execu¬ 
tive editor and deputy editor 
of the News of the World, 
who left the paper in 2009. 
Wallis is the ninth person to 
be arrested since the inquiry 
was reopened in January. 

Wallis was deputy editor 
from 2003 to 2007 under ed¬ 
itor Andy Coulson. Coulson 
quit the paper in 2007 after its 
royal reporter and a private 


investigator were jailed for 
hacking mobile phone voice- 
mails. 

Coulson, who went on to 
become Prime Minister 
David Cameron's media chief 
before quitting that job in 
January, was arrested on Fri¬ 
day in connection with the 
scandal and later bailed. 

In Australia, the birthplace 
of Murdoch's global empire, 
Prime Minister Julia Gillard 
said on Thursday she would 
be open to an inquiry into 
media regulation and owner¬ 
ship after the "disgusting” 
scandal engulfing News 
Corp.

ORANJESTAD — Former di¬ 
rector of the Kas di Cultura of 
Curacao, Dr. Rene Rosalia, 
recently spent some time on 
Aruba giving guidance to a 
group of 22 persons working 
on an investigative project 
about the Oral History of 
Aruba. 

In connection with this 
project, Rosalia gave a three- 
day workshop at the Univer¬ 
sity of Aruba. The Depart¬ 
ment of Culture together with 
the Center for Investigation 
and Development of the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba (UA) is co¬ 
ordinating a project called, 
“Expedicion Rescate” (Res¬ 
cue Expedition). The purpose 
of this project is to help col¬ 
lect, record and preserve the 
memory of our seniors re¬ 
garding our history, tradi¬ 
tions, customs and culture. 
The project will incorporate 
the voluntary services of 
those willing to go into the 
barrios and do the investiga¬ 
tion through interviews of 
our seniors. 


A similar 
project is being 
undertaken in 
Curacao for the 
past nine years 
under the lead¬ 
ership of Rene 
Rosalia. His de¬ 
sire was also to expand the 
project to include Aruba and 
Bonaire. Last year the project 
finally became a reality for 
Aruba and they are currently 
in the phase of the training of 
the various participants. 

The UA is charged with 
the task of supervising the in¬ 
vestigations to be conducted 
to ensure a high standard and 
professional quality of the re¬ 
sults. In this context, the 
Aruba University is working 
with different academic peo¬ 
ple from various countries, 
and with professors from dif¬ 
ferent universities in the 
Caribbean region, Latin 
America and the Netherlands. 
Dr. Rene Rosalia is one of the 
affiliates supervising the in¬ 
vestigations of the Oral His¬ 


tory. 

There are currently 4 
groups who will be doing the 
investigations on 4 separate 
aspects of Aruban life: The 
History of the Family, His¬ 
tory of the Barrio, History of 
the Pre-Industrial period, and 
the History of the End-of-the- 
Year Traditions. 

During the workshop with 
Rosalia, they evaluated the 
work completed thus far. 
They also prepared a specific 
protocol which every partici¬ 
pant is expected to sign. This 
signed protocol is so that they 
can guarantee that the 
methodology of the Oral His¬ 
tory will be executed in the 
most responsible manner 
possible.

This year’s Dutch mussels 
disappoint 


The Dutch mussel season offi¬ 
cially opened yesterday, 
though Belgium kicked off a 
day earlier. The Belgians no¬ 
ticed immediately that, al¬ 
though the mussels were a bit 
smaller than last year, they 
were 20 percent more expen¬ 
sive. 

The mussel harvest has 
been poor this year, most likely 
due to the hot, dry spring, 
which has stunted the mol¬ 


luscs’ growth. The problems 
led to a one-week delay in the 
season opening. 

Last year, mussel growers 
in the southern Dutch province 
of Zeeland had a bumper crop. 
While the mussels were of top 
quality, prices actually 
dropped. This year, it couldn’t 
be more different: the mussel 
jamboree, says Dutch newspa¬ 
per de Pers, was short-lived. 


The Aruban Iguana 

yuana crioyo) 


Of all the reptiles running 
through the hot and dry sand 
looking for shelter in among 
trees and cacti, the iguana is 
the most remarkable. A fully- 
grown male can reach a length 
of 2 meters including his tail. 
However, size does not detract 
from speed when the iguana 
senses danger. 

Should an iguana sense dan¬ 
ger, its initial reaction is to 
change color, then it tries to 
find a place where it can cam¬ 
ouflage better and blend in with 
its surroundings. Often its ideal 
place is hiding in a tree. Still 
sensing trouble, it peeks gin¬ 
gerly with one eye to see what 
threat is causing it to hide. 
Once the iguana notices that it 
has been detected, the reptile 
has no other choice than to fall 
to the ground and run as fast as 
possible. Iguana's are surpris¬ 
ingly fast - they raise their bod¬ 
ies off the ground with their 
legs, and sprint off at an im¬ 
pressive pace, almost seeming 
to be running on tiptoe. 

An adult iguana's color nor¬ 
mally is a grayish green, while 
a young iguana is a bright neon 
green, which can become 
darker as soon as it feels 
threatened. 

The iguana's food of choice 
are green leaves and certain 
fruits and they have the ability 
to find the leaves with a higher 
nutritional content. The female 
iguana lays her eggs in a hole 
that she excavated herself. 

It's a shame that these pre¬ 
cious animals are still being 


hunted today. They are mostly 
relished in soups. A popular 
notion is that iguana soup 
gives strength and virility. This 
comes from the belief that 
males have two penises (actu¬ 
ally it is one split in two). 
Some people therefore 
believe that the iguana is 
a fountain of strength and 
potency. It has even been 
claimed that iguana soup 
helped a wheel-chaired 
man to walk again. 

In 1995 a prohibition 
to kill iguanas was estab¬ 
lished, out of fear that the 
local population of these 
animals was being wiped 
out. For example, any 


restaurant found with iguana in 
their menu receives a fine of 
500 to 3000 florins, and can 
face being shut down. This ini¬ 
tiative has helped, and al¬ 
though iguanas are still sought 
after, it is on a lower scale.

Worse, though, is that many 
customers mistakenly already 
think they’re getting faster cell 
service than their phones are 
actually giving them. 

The information comes 
from a survey of 1,000 
iPhone, Android and Black- 
Berry smartphone owners 
from consumer product re¬ 
view site Retrevo. According 
to the survey, as many as 34 
percent of Apple iPhone 
owners think they’re already 
receiving 4G service, even 
though no iPhone yet sup¬ 
ports 4G, and it’s not even 
clear that 4G will be sup¬ 
ported in the next generation 
of iPhone likely released in 
the fall. The survey also 
found that 29 percent of An¬ 
droid owners falsely believed 
their phones got 4G service, 
along with 24 percent of 


BlackBerry owners. 

So, what is 4G? 

Fourth-generation serv¬ 
ice, or 4G as it is referred to 
by telecom companies, is a 
bit of a nebulous term. 
There’s no hard-and-fast 
standard for what qualifies a 
service as 4G, and in fact, 
right now, it can mostly be 
characterized as “better than 
3G,” the current wireless 
service available on the 
iPhone and most Android and 
BlackBerry phones. Several 
telecom companies, such as 
AT&T, have even been 
steadily reducing what is 
considered 4G by relabeling 
different, fas ter-than-3 G 
services - like HSPA+, a data 
technology that is included in 
the iPhone but isn’t used - as 
4G even though they’ve 
never been counted as such in 
the past. 

Then there’s 4G LTE, or 
long-term evolution, which is 
a technology pushed by com¬ 
panies including (in a big 
way) Verizon. This is a sig¬ 
nificantly faster data transfer 
speed than 3G, and is requir¬ 
ing Verizon to overhaul its 
network. That’s leading to the 


company slowly adding mar¬ 
kets over time to those with 
4G LTE coverage. There are 
already some Android and 
BlackBerry phones on the 
market that can make us of 
4G LTE, but the coverage is 
mostly confined to bigger 
cities. There’s no 4G LTE-ca- 
pable iPhone. 

The whole situation is so 
confusing that one lawmaker 
is actually sponsoring a bill 
that would require a set of 
standards in determining 
what qualifies as 4G and 
force carriers such as Veri¬ 
zon, AT&T and T-Mobile to 
disclose what exactly cus¬ 
tomers are getting when they 
pay for 4G.

Comatose 
for 22 years, 
Spaniard 
finally gets 
justice

MADRID (AFP)-Spain's 
Supreme Court on Thursday 
ordered a clinic to pay 1.075 
million euros to the family of a 
man who slipped into a coma 
22 years ago during cosmetic 
surgery that went wrong. 

The insurance company of 
the Madrid clinic will pay the 
compensation to the parents of 
Antonio Meno, 42, who has 
lived in a vegetative state since 
a nose operation in 1989. 

The court last November 
ordered the reopening of the 
highly publicised case follow¬ 
ing new testimony from a doc¬ 
tor at the clinic. 

Meno's parents, both re¬ 
tired bakers, camped outside 
the justice ministry in Madrid 
for 16 months along with their 
son after they were forced to 
sell their home to pay 400,000 
euros ($569,000) in legal costs. 

The anaesthetist at Meno's 
operation has denied accusa¬ 
tions of negligence levelled by 
the family, saying he had 
choked on his own vomit fol¬ 
lowing the surgery. 

A Madrid court convicted 
the anaesthetist of negligence 
in 1993, but that decision was 
later overturned. 

But a doctor who was pres¬ 
ent at the surgery recently 
came forward to state that the 
"accident" had taken place dur¬ 
ing the operation when the 
anaesthetist was out of the 
room and Meno's oxygen sup¬ 
ply tube was undone.

Freedom More Important to Happiness Than Wealth, Study Finds 


Personal independence and 
freedom are more important 
to people's well-being than 
wealth, a new study con¬ 
cludes. 

Researchers at the Victoria 
University of Wellington in 
New Zealand analyzed the 
findings of three studies that 
included a total of more than 
420,000 people from 63 
countries and spanned nearly 


40 years. 

Their key finding: "Money 
leads to autonomy, but it does 
not add to well-being or hap¬ 
piness." 

The studies looked at data 
from three different psycho¬ 
logical tests familiar to thera¬ 
pists: 

•The General Health Ques¬ 
tionnaire, which measures 
distress in terms of anxiety 


and insomnia, social prob¬ 
lems, severe depression and 
physical symptoms of mental 
distress, sucha s unexplained 
headaches and stomach 
aches. 

•The Spielberger anxiety in¬ 
ventory, which evaluates how 
anxious respondents feel at a 
particular moment. 

•The Maslach Burnout Inven¬ 
tory, which screens for emo- 


tionalexhaustion, depersonal¬ 
ization and lack of personal 
accomplishment. 

The analysis revealed "a very 
consistent and robust finding 
that societal values of [free¬ 
dom and autonomy] were the 
best predictors of well¬ 
being," wrote psychologists 
Ronald Fischer and Diana 
Boer in an American Psycho¬ 
logical Association release. 


"Furthermore, if wealth was a 
significant predictor alone, 
this effect disappeared when 
individualism was entered," 
they added. 

"Our findings provide insight 
into well-being at the societal 
level," the researchers con¬ 
cluded. 

The study appears in the Jour¬ 
nal of Personality and Social 
Psychology.

Study: Diners who use big 
forks eat less 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
searchers have found a new 
way to control the amount we 
eat: use a bigger fork. 

While numerous studies 
have focused on portion sizes 
and their influence on how 
much we eat, researchers Arul 
and Himanshu Mishra and 
Tamara Masters looked at how 
bite sizes affect quantities in¬ 
gested. To do this, they con¬ 
ducted field research in a 
popular Italian restaurant in the 
southwestern United States. 

Two sets of forks were used 
to tinker with bite size: a larger 
fork that held 20 percent more 
food than the fork usually used 
in the restaurant, and a smaller 
fork that held 20 percent less 


than the usual utensil. Over two 
lunches and two dinners in the 
restaurant, tables were either 
"large fork" or "small fork" ta¬ 
bles. Servers took customers’ 
orders, and weighed the full 
plate of food that they had or¬ 
dered before serving it to them. 

A small sticky note was at¬ 
tached to the underside of each 
plate, noting the weight and 
other information — just in case 
the fork and plate were separated 
when the table was cleared. 

At the end of the meal, the 
plate was brought back to the 
kitchen and weighed again, and 
the researchers found that din¬ 
ers who used the bigger fork 
ate less of their food than those 
who used the smaller one.

Watch whales, then eat them 



SAINT HELIER, Jersey 
(AFP) - Watching and hunting 
whales "work perfectly to¬ 
gether" in a look-and-cook 
combo of tourism and gastron¬ 
omy, Iceland's Whale Com¬ 
missioner said yesterday at the 
global whaling forum. 

"Many of the tourists that 
go on whale watching tours go 
to restaurants afterwards to 
taste whale meat," said Tomas 
Heider, speaking on the side¬ 
lines of a meeting of the Inter¬ 
national Whaling Commission 
in the British Channel Islands. 

"I think it is a very good 
proof of the compatibility of 
the two," he said, countering 
arguments that the contested 
practice of hunting the giant 
sea mammals drives away 
whale watching revenue. 

Many countries in the 89- 
nation IWC, especially in 
South America, argue that po¬ 
tential income from tourism far 
outstrips the value of commer¬ 
cial whaling, and that the two 
do not mix well. 

But in Iceland, Heider in¬ 
sists, the industries feed off 
each other. 

"Even though we have been 
increasing our whaling in re¬ 


cent years, the tourists are 
streaming in numbers to Ice¬ 
land and going to whale 
watching tours like never be¬ 
fore," he said. "It works per¬ 
fectly together." 

Like Norway, Iceland prac¬ 
tices commercial whaling, in¬ 
voking a much criticised op¬ 
tion within IWC rules to ex¬ 
empt itself from a 1986 mora¬ 
torium on industrial-scale 
hunting. 

Iceland takes both fin and 
minke whales, and has signifi¬ 
cantly increased the number of 
each species captured. 

After not hunting fin for 
nearly two decades, Icelandic 


fishermen killed about 125 in 
2009 and 150 last year. For 
minke whales, the number has 
jumped from an average of 
about 40 per year during the 
early 2000s, to between 60 and 
80. 

Iceland says whale popula¬ 
tions in the North Atlantic are 
abundant enough to withstand 
these numbers. 

A study published last year 
in the peer-reviewed journal 
Marine Policy said that whale 
tourism generated more than 
two billion dollars (1.4 billion 
euros) in 2009 and is on track 
to increase by about 10 percent 
a year.

Global markets falter 
on debt crisis

LONDON, (AFP) - Worries 
that the debt crisis could claim 
more victims roiled the finan¬ 
cial markets Thursday after 
Moody’s warned it could cut 
its top-notch US rating and 
Washington tried again to 
thrash out a debt deal. 

Dealers said US markets 
were initially helped by posi¬ 
tive jobs data and results from 
giant lender JPMorgan, and 
this provided some support for 
Europe where investors fret¬ 
ted that eurozone debt conta¬ 
gion could bring down Italy or 
Spain after snaring Greece, 
Ireland and Portugal. 

Moody's warned the 
United States it could down¬ 
grade its top-notch AAA rat¬ 
ing if sharply divided 
Republicans and Democrats 
cannot agree a debt deal by 
early August and so avoid put¬ 
ting the country into default. 

With the eurozone failing 
repeatedly to resolve the 
Greek debt crisis, the markets 
have turned their attention to 
Italy and Spain, seen as the 
next most likely casualties, 
upping the stakes dramati¬ 
cally. 

Dealers said investors were 
also anxious ahead of key Eu¬ 
ropean Union bank stress test 
results due late Friday, with 
many wondering how the 
lenders will fare as the debt 
crisis forces their borrowing 
costs up. 

Against such an uncertain 
backdrop, gold stood out as its 
traditional safehaven qualities 
pushed it to a record high of 
$1,594.45 an ounce, before 
falling back to close at

$1,590.50, up from $1,579 on 
Wednesday. 

In London, the benchmark 
FTSE 100 index of top shares 
closed down 1.00 percent to 
5,846.95 points. In Frankfurt, 
the DAX fell 0.73 percent at 
7,214.74 points and in Paris 
the CAC 40 lost 1.11 percent 
to 3,751.23 points. 

The euro was little 
changed, giving up modest 
gains to change hands at 
$1.4163, off highs above 
$1.42 and compared with 
$1.4153 in New York trade 
late Wednesday. The single 
currency hit a 4-month low of 
$1.3837 earlier this week. 

The dollar rose to 79.11 
yen from 78.99 yen. 

Italy sold bonds Thursday 
but had to pay sharply higher 
rates to investors to get them 
to buy, reflecting growing 
concerns over Rome's ability 
to stabilise the public fi¬ 
nances. 


Meanwhile, US President 
Barack Obama was in a stand¬ 
off with Republicans on how 
to avert a debt default which 
Federal Reserve chairman 
Ben Bemanke said it would be 
a "major crisis" for the world's 
biggest economy. 

The two sides plan further 
talks but the stakes appeared 
to be mounting fast — China 
on Thursday urged Washing¬ 
ton to protect the interests of 
investors in US government 
bonds in light of Moody's 
warning. 

China is by far the top 
holder of US debt at $ 1.15 tril¬ 
lion in April and has repeat¬ 
edly raised concerns that US 
policies threaten its invest¬ 
ment.

US jobless claims fall 
sharply 



WASHINGTON (AFP)-New 
claims for US unemployment 
insurance benefits registered a 
bigger-than-expected drop last 
week but still remained ele¬ 
vated amid an ailing labor 
market, official data showed 
Thursday. 

Initial jobless claims fell by 
22,000 to 405,000 in the week 
ending July 9, the Labor De¬ 
partment said. The prior 
week's number was upwardly 
revised to 427,000. 

The average analyst esti¬ 
mate was for a smaller decline 
in claims, to 410,000. 

A Minnesota state shut¬ 
down resulted in about 11,500 
new claims, the department 
noted. 

It was the 14th week in a 
row that US jobless claims 
held above the 400,000 mark, 
after dropping below that 
threshold from February to 
April in a trend that had en¬ 
couraged hopes that a strug¬ 
gling economic recovery was 
gaining traction. 

The four-week moving av¬ 
erage last week was 423,250, 


down by 3,750 from the week 
ending July 2. 

The jobless claims report 
for the first week of July fol¬ 
lowed grim labor data for June 
that showed job creation 
stalled in the world's largest 
economy and that the unem¬ 
ployment rate rose to 9.2 per¬ 
cent. 


IMIRINGI, (AFP) - Protesters 
blocked facilities belonging to 
oil giant Shell on Thursday in 
Nigeria demanding improve¬ 
ments to communities in the 
area, including new roads and 
stable electricity supply. 

About 40 protesters ac¬ 
cused Shell of breaching a 
1999 accord on the provision 
of electricity and roads for the 
Oruma, Otuasega, Elebele and 
Imiringi communities in 
Bayelsa, home state of Presi¬ 
dent Goodluck Jonathan. 

For more than six hours, 
protesters prevented entry into 
the Kolo Creek logistics base 
of Shell and a crude oil deliv¬ 
ery line to Port Harcourt, 
Nigeria's main oil hub, wit¬ 
nesses said. 

Their spokesman, Ranami 


Afagha, said the communities 
had written several letters and 
held meetings over the imple¬ 
mentation of the accord, which 
they said was signed in the 
presence of Jonathan, then 
Bayelsa deputy governor. 

"Shell had agreed then to 
connect our communities to 
the plant supplying electricity 
to their office facility here in 
our environment but reneged," 
he told journalists. 

Anglo-Dutch firm also said 
a total of 3.5 million dollars 
had been disbursed for projects 
in the protesting communities 
between 2006 and 2010. 

Nigeria is Africa's largest 
oil producer, but the main oil 
region, the Niger Delta, where 
Bayelsa state is located, re¬ 
mains deeply impoverished.

German grannies take up new calling 
as 'Mary Poppins' 


HAMBURG, Germany 
(AFP) - In Germany the idea 
of a teenager spending a few 
months abroad looking after 
someone else's children while 
she studies or travels has 
given rise to a new concept - 
- the granny "au pair”. 

Newspapers now explic¬ 
itly solicit applications from 
older women rather than stu¬ 
dents with ads such as: "Fam¬ 
ily living in Australia with 
two children aged 4 and 2 
seeks German replacement 
granny for three to six 
months”. 

"Older women (aged be¬ 
tween 50 and 70) are often 
better than young ones be¬ 
cause they have more life ex¬ 
perience," says Michaela 
Hansen, 50, who has set up 
an agency in the northern 
German city of Hamburg to 
help put families in touch 
with would-be hired 
"grannies". 

And the German "Mary 
Poppins" have as good a rep¬ 
utation abroad as the fictional 
eccentric nanny with magical 
powers from the children's 
books. 

Families are keen to take 


on "serious and reliable" 
women "who will know how 
to look after a child and be 
strict when necessary," says 
Hansen. 

Anke Vendt, a 61-year-old 
retiree from a naval construc¬ 
tion company, remembers 
harbouring some doubts as 
she fastened her seatbelt in 
the plane flying her to Spain. 

"But what am I doing?" 
she remembers thinking after 
she responded to an ad from 
the agency calling for a ma¬ 
ture woman to look after two 
boys from a German family 
living in southern Spain. 

But a year later, as she sat 
sipping coffee back in her 
home town, she remembers 
the experience fondly. 

"I had a super life there," 
she says. 

"My work involved me 
taking the two boys, aged 13 
and 16, to school in the morn¬ 
ing and fetching them in the 
evening. 

She got on well with the 
family and now returns regu¬ 
larly to look after the boys 
when the parents have to 
travel for business. 

At the other end of Ger¬

many, in southern Bavaria, 
Embjoerg Elster remembers 
looking at the snow fall, 
thinking it was a romantic 
sight but that nothing very 
much happened in winter at 
home. 

The agency, known as 
"Granny Au Pair" just helps 
families and "grannies" get in 
touch. It charges 35 euros 
($50) to register and 250 
euros if a match is made. 

But "granny" and the fam¬ 
ily must work out their own 
agreement about terms and 
conditions.

Neutrals will be delighted 
one of the five is Venezuela, 
reaching this stage for the 
first time on foreign soil after 
holding Brazil and coming 
back from 3-1 down to hold 
Paraguay. 

Brazil now take on the 
Paraguayans - who came 
within a minute of beating 
them in the group. 

While the Venezuelans 
revel in their role of gate¬ 
crashers, the auriverde, the 
albiceleste and the charruas - 
the only sides on the conti¬ 
nent to have tasted World 
Cup glory - will now seek to 
show the old guard still rule. 

Yet positive performances 
by the likes of Chile, 
Venezuela's next opponents, 
suggest the heavyweights can 
take nothing for granted. 

One of the Big Three will 
definitely not be in the semi¬ 
final draw as the Argentinians 
face the Uruguayans on Sat¬ 
urday at Santa Fe. 

With Lionel Messi starting 
to fire on all cylinders the 
hosts should advance. 

But Uruguay in the past 
have been a thorn in the flesh 
of their illustrious neigh¬ 
bours. 

Although Argentina have 
won the tournament on six of 
the eight occasions they have 
hosted it and match the 14 ti¬ 


tles of their rivals from across 
the River Plate, the two times 
they messed up saw the 
Uruguayans benefit. 

The first was in the inau¬ 
gural tournament of 1916, 
while the latest slip-up came 
in 1987. 

In those early days, Brazil 
were lees keen on continental 
superiority - the auriverde 
preferred to earn World Cup 
kudos. 

But recently, amid Ar¬ 
gentina's ongoing trophy 
drought, the Brazilians have 
decided that rubbing in supe¬ 
riority on both levels is a cosy 
feeling. 

While the samba stars 
have won four of the past five 
editions - Colombia, through 
to a meeting with Peru, 
bagged a title in 2001 to 
break the sequence - the Ar¬ 
gentinians and Uruguayans 
have slid out of the limelight. 

That 1987 surprise was 
Uruguay's last win to date 
while Argentinians need no 
reminding that since they tri¬ 
umphed in 1993 the senior 
side has won nothing at all. 

Uruguay coach Oscar 
Tabarez, a former handler of 
Argentinian side Boca Jun¬ 
iors, says he is looking for¬ 
ward to Saturday's encounter. 

"It will be do or die and 
now the tournament is really 


beginning in earnest," noted 
'El Maestro'. 

Counterpart Carlos Batista 
meanwhile has slammed the 
door shut on the debate as to 
whether his side can or 
should try to play like 
Barcelona, telling ESPN: "I 
don't have to copy Barcelona; 
nor do I have to ask (Barca 
coach Pep) Guardiola for ad¬ 
vice." 

The difference against 
Costa Rica was that Messi, 
53 goals for Barca last sea¬ 
son, excelled as provider, 
only underlining his versatil¬ 
ity. 

The duel will take place at 
the Santa Fe stadium nick¬ 
named the elephants' grave¬ 
yard, scene of numerous 
domestic shocks. 

While Chile and Uruguay 
appear the biggest threats to 
have a tilt at the title, the big 
guns, early travails behind 
them, are now loaded. 

As Brazil striker Pato 
warned after his side dis¬ 
patched Ecuador, when the 
going gets tough, the top 
teams get going. 

"This is where the Copa 
starts," said the Milan sharp¬ 
shooter.

Sanchez gives Basques 
a rare win at 'home' 


LUZ ARDIDEN (AFP) - The 
last time Samuel Sanchez 
fought so hard to hold back 
his emotions on a major 
podium was at the Beijing 
Olympics in 2008. 

On Thursday, the tears were 
almost in full flow again after 
the Spaniard's maiden stage 
win on the Tour de France 12th 
stage helped him achieve an¬ 
other lifetime dream. 

In the process, Sanchez 
ended the Euskaltel team's 
long wait to bring joy to the 
thousands of orange-clad 
Basque fans who converge 
on the Pyrenees every time 
the race passes. 

"Today was a very impor¬ 
tant day for us, we're in the 
Pyrenees and we had a lot of 
fans coming from the Basque 
country to support us," said 
Sanchez, who started the 
stage over five minutes be¬ 
hind leader Thomas Voeckler. 

"So for me it was crucial to 
have a real dig, to at least try. 
The fact I'm far behind in the 
GC (general classification) 
gave me a chance to escape." 

Sanchez's win came al¬ 
most 10 years to the day that 
former Euskaltel rider Robert 
Laiseka handed the team 
their maiden stage win on the 
race, also at Luz Ardiden. 

It also helped Sanchez — 
who had been hoping for a 
podium place this year after 
finishing fourth in 2010 — 
make amends for a disap¬ 
pointing race so far. 

"I don't know what the rest 
of the race has in store for me. 
Right now I still can't believe 
I won a stage," he added. 

"It's so important for me to 



win here in Luz Ardiden in 
front of all my fans, espe¬ 
cially as it was ten years ago 
that Roberto Laiseka won." 

Despite his pride at being 
an Olympic champion, win¬ 
ning a stage on the world's 
most prestigious race was 
just as special. 

"They are both special in 
their own ways. In the 
Olympics it was particular 
because it was very far from 
Europe and a completely dif¬ 
ferent atmopshere," he added. 

"But as a cyclist, to win a 
stage on the France is some¬ 
thing else. Cycling is such a 
hard sport that you suffer so 
much more than you rejoice. 

"That's why a win like 
today is so important."

Gregg, Ortiz suspended 
for brawl 

NEW ORLEANS (AFP) - Bal¬ 
timore pitcher Kevin Gregg 
and Red Sox slugger David 
Ortiz were suspended four 
games apiece and fined on 
Thursday for their roles in a 
bench-clearing brawl on July 8. 

Orioles pitcher Mike Gon¬ 
zalez was suspended three 
games, and manager Buck 
Showalter was suspended one 
game for throwing at Ortiz 
three days later, Major League 
Baseball said. 

Gregg and Gonzalez said 
they would appeal, putting 
their suspensions on hold. 
Ortiz was not immediately 
available for comment. 

Showalter, who does not 
have the option of an appeal, 
was to miss Thursday’s game 
against Cleveland. 

Also fined undisclosed 
amounts in connection with 
the fracas were Orioles pitcher 
Jim Johnson, Boston catcher 
Jarrod Saltalamacchia and 
Boston pitcher John Lackey. 

The trouble began when 
Gregg threw two inside pitches 
to Ortiz. Ortiz started toward 
the mound after the second, 
and players from both benches 
and bullpens jogged onto the 
field, although nothing further 
developed.

Clemens, a seven¬ 
time Cy Young Award 
winner as his league's 
top pitcher, is charged 
with perjury, false statements 
and obstruction of Congress 
for telling a US House of 
Repre s entative s c ommittee 
under oath that he never used 
steroids or human growth 
hormone in his Major League 
Baseball career. 

The drama began when 
the judge interrupted the 
prosecution's playing of a 
video of Clemens' testimony 
before the US Congress three 
years ago and then asked the 
jury to leave the courtroom. 
Clemens is accused of lying 
during that testimony. 

Walton was angered that a 
video included a clip refer¬ 
ring to the wife of Clemens' 
former New York Yankee 
teammate Laura Pettitte. 

Andy Pettitte says that in 
1999 or 2000 Clemens told 
him that he used human 
growth hormone. Andy Pet¬ 
titte then told his wife about 
the conversation. Clemens 
says his former teammate 
misheard his words. 

Prosecutors had wanted to 
call Laura as a key witness 
but Walton wasn't pleased 
with the idea because she had 
not spoken directly to 
Clemens herself. 

"I think that a first-year 
law student would know that

you can't bolster the credibil¬ 
ity of one witness with 
clearly inadmissible evi¬ 
dence," Walton said. 

While speaking with 
lawyers from both sides at 
the front of the courtroom 
Walton noted that the case 
has already cost a lot of 
American taxpayer money. 


"Government coun¬ 
sel should have been 
more cautious," he 
said. 

Clemens showed no 
emotion when the mis¬ 
trial was announced 
and did not speak pub¬ 
licly after leaving the 
courtroom. 

Clemens, 48, was 
named in the Mitchell 
Report in December 
2007 as one of 86 play¬ 
ers who took perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs 
but he steadfastly de¬ 
nied the allegations 
and pushed for a hearing be¬ 
fore Congress. 

Clemens, nicknamed 
"Rocket", is one of only four 
pitchers to have have made 
more than 4,000 strike-outs 
during his career. 

He won the World Series 
twice with the New York 
Yankees in 1999 and 2000. 
He also played for Boston 
Red Sox, Toronto Blue Jays 
and Houston Astros during 
his 23-year career.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
American judge in former 
baseball star Roger Clemens' 
perjury trial has declared a 
mistrial after ruling that pros¬ 
ecutors violated his orders re¬ 
garding the handling of 
evidence. 

US District Judge Reggie 


Walton said he made the de¬ 
cision because Clemens 
could not be assured a fair 
trial when prosecutors went 
against his orders and 
showed inadmissible evi¬ 
dence to jurors on just the 
second day of testimony. 

"There are rules that we 


play by and those rules are 
designed to make sure both 
sides receive a fair trial," 
Walton said on Thursday. 

"The ability with Mr. 
Clemens with this jury to get 
a fair trial with this jury 
would be very difficult if not 
impossible."
